In Mftiaan (as well as throui^uit the oountiy) , those inhebltmte whoee 
living atandarde belonged to the middle class incQjadad grade’IZl recipients 
of the C entral Supply Systen, departnnnt chiefs and above of varioue 
enterprises, KIP staff psreonnal (instructors and above), and petty 
bcurgeoise engaged in pxdvats business* The KIP ran varioua types of business 
on the side in ordmr to supplement the living of its inatruetors and above* 
General laborers and clerical workers were harassed by poverty, and their 
income was not enou^ to sustain thdLr fauilieo* Ihsrsfoira, haasswives ware 
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ccoqpellM to labor to eaoo ttw situation. Tho people had been driven by 
their long powerty to extrana egolan, lost to Imaaity, Among theo^ 
there no longer existed ouch oGbd oustooa as oyxqpathi^jig with otter 
spiritually and naterlaUy^ Inquiring after the eidc^ and eacehanging gifts. 
They wsre pos s e ee sd by a sort of diadXlusicm^ to eblm they were eo resigned 
as to thlidc nothing about ttelr future, ^st following their inetinst to 
saetain their lives. They were also no Imger interested in the repeated 
propaganda of the govermnnit for tte bettennent of living. The people were 
so ignorant of the SK real aituation that they believed that the 5K people 
should be in nuch the sane plight as the^r. Soma people, pertioularly those 
adiose family nenbers had deserted to Scuih Korea, appeared to have the 
desire of going to South Korea. Sutdi families were covertlcv*^, but not 
overtly, diserlndiiated by the govemnento For inatanee, a iob applicant, 
ary of whose family mecbsrs had deserted to South Korea, was tiie last to 
get it* Bven if he dKuld get a job, no promotion waited for him. 

Moreover, he was never offered a sensitive job, lAiat ;«as most eoafAsdned 
of by the people was various types of study meetings. Biren KLP nmidiers 
were sick of sudh meetings, where th^ attended for the sake of fenaallty, 
parroting the sems words in "discussions'*. To iUuatrate their hatred 
for studf meetings, a KLP araber, upon hoaxing tte death of his friead 
udio was also affiliated with tte KLP, a KLP manber oonBaented, "He mat 
be hapiy now, for he no longer needs to attend study asetings.''
